CLAYTON, Mo. (AP) — Po- 


lice seek a motive in the slaying 
of Phillip J. Lucier, 49, presi- 
dent of Continental Telephone 
Co., the third largest independ- 
ent telephone firm in the nation. 


I.ucier. father of 11, was killed : 


Fridaywhen a bomb placed un- 
der the driver's seat of his car \ 
exploded as he lurried on the ig- 
nition. 


James L. Uobb and James V. 


Napier, vice presidents of the 
firm, were standing by the car 
waiting for Lucier to back out of 
a parking space after a lunch- 
eon appointment. Neither was 
hurl. 


"It must he a crackpot," said 


Robb, in charge of operations i 
for the company, adding that 
Lucier had "no personal enc-; 
mies." 


Lucier, who lived in St. Louis, 


began as president of the small 
firm hascd 
in the .suhurb of 


Clayton in 1961. Since then it 
has acquired more than 600 in- 
dependent telephone companies 


in the United States and several 
foreign countries, and its assets 
have grown from $26 million to I 
more than SI billion.

He was described by a busi-1

Nation's Capital Gets 
New Anticrime Statute 


The first of President Nixon's 


crime fighting proposals cleared 
Congress this week. But not with- 
out vigorous dissent and the vir- 
tual certainty that the new law's 
constitutionality will be quickly 
tested in the U.S. Supreme Court. 


On Thursday, the Senate vot- 


ed 54 to 33 for passage of the Ad- 
ministration's anticrime bill for 
the nation's capital, complete with 
controversial 
"no 
l-.nock" and 


"pretrial detention." The vote cli- 
maxed a week of debate marked 
by charges that parts of the bill 
are repressive and violate consti- 
tutional rights. 


Most of those against passage 


were liberals, but Sen. Sam J. Ei- 
vin, D-N.C., a strict constitution- 
alist, led the fight against the 
bill, passed by the 
House last 


week 332 to 64. Ervin called pas- 
sage "a 
victory for 
repressive 


criminal procedures." 


Chiefly in dispute were sections 


permitting pretrial detention of 
defendants judged likely to en- 
danger 
community safety and 


authorizing police to enter homes 
without knocking while execut- 
ing some search find arrest war- 
rants. 


Opponents also protested pro- 


visions for expanded police wire- 
tapping under court orders, adult 
trials for juveniles charged with 
violent crimes such as murder 
and rape, and mandatory mini- 
mum sentences for second offend- 
ers convicted of crimes of violence 
while armed. Other parts of the 
bill providing for a reorganization 
of the local courts, more judges, 
and expanded bail agency, and a 
public defender system were not 
disputed. 


The measure was in line with 


recommendations submitted last 
year by 
Nixon, who described 


Washington in his 1968 election 
campaign as "the crime capital 
of the world."

He urged colleagues to 
uphold constitutional standards 
and not shift the burden to Ihe 
courts. Sen. Harold E. Hughes, 
D-Iowa, said "the pivotal ques- 
tion is whether or not repressive 
measures such as no-knock, pre- 
ventive detention and mandatory 
sentencing are necessary to make 
our society law-abiding. I believe 
we are drifting into a trend of 
thinking in this country that is 
forgetful of the value of our lib- 
erties and how they wore won and 
that places simplistic faith in the 
mistaken notion that force and re- 
pression are the only routes to 
achieving law and order." 


The need to rid the nation's 


cities of rampant crime is an 
urgent necessity. And Supreme 
Court rulings in recent years ap- 
pear to many to have given ha- 
bitual criminals technical imper- 
viousness to prosecution. It is not 
altogether unthinkable that legis- 
lators are trying in some way to 
distinguish between treatment of 
proven criminal repeaters and 
treatment of average citizens. 


That philosophy, however, can 


lead to dangerous ground, where 
everyone's rights may be jeopar- 
dized. Sen. Ervin offers a compel- 
ling alternative: 


"The real solution to the imme- 


diate problem of crime commit- 
ted by persons on bail and, indeed, 
the solution to the genera! prob- 
lem of crime, lies not in prevent- 
ive detention ... but in the speedy 
trial of the accused and the swift 
and sure punishment, of the guil- 
ty." 


Such a solution however, would 


require a major overhaul of the 
judicial system and, rnost impor- 
tant of all, an end to judicial len- 
icncv.

omy 22, or to exclude eunuchs 
and bastards from the assembly 
of the Lord, as prescribed in 
Deuteronomy 23." 


After a torrid, two-hour de- 


bate, the Presbyterian General 
Assembly voted 485-289 to re- 
ceive this study and to publish 
and distribute it to all of the 
denomination's local churches.

conclusion of this long debate, 
scores ol delegates left 
the 


convention floor — and at this 
point Robert Close, M.D., of 
Yakima, Wash., introduced an 
amendment to the study affirm- 
ing that: 


"Adultery, prostitution, forni- 


cation and/or the practice of 
homosexuality is sin." 


This amendment passed by 


only nine votes, with 347 dele- 
gates voting against it. But it 
did pass, and in doing so left 
the

position of distributing a tract 
that is soft on what, hy its own 
definition, is "sin."
